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5. Refusal to replace and provide copies of missing public 

i nformatiorK The provisions of 5 U.S.C. 552 do not require an ag en cy 
to obtain records or copies of records that it does not have from 
another agency in order to make them available to the public. The 
National Archives refers requests for copies of records that it does 
not have to other agencies when this seems appropriate, but this 
practice has not seemed advisable in regard to your requests because of 
the frequency of such requests from you. You have been repeatedly 
informed, for example, that the National Archives does not have the 
original FBI negatives for Warren Commission exhibits. We should not 
be expected to refer a copy of your four page letter to the Department 
■ f Justice merely because it contains a request for prints made from 
the original FBI negatives. 

6. Executive sessions . As stated in my letter to you dated 
February 8, 1972, the transcripts of executive sessions are under 
further review by the Office of General Counsel to determine whether 
recent developments in the state of the law are such as to require 
release of portions of the documents previously withheld. You will.be 
notified of the decision as soon as possible.
